Tae total ordinary expenditure in 
1899 was estimated at Tls. 763,610. 
The actual expenditure was Ts. 
797,464, which included an expendi- 
ture of Tle. 15,927 in surveying, 
cleaning, scavenging, policing, and 
collecting taxes on the Extension. 
Excluding this last item, the Council 
only spent the very moderate sum 
of Tis. 17,926 above their estimate. 
In the statement previously alluded 
to the expenditure is divided under 
twenty-four heads, some of them 
showing an increase, some a decrease. 
For purposes of comparison we extract 
a few of the principal ones.

The increase in Public Works, 
amounting to over Tle.

The only ma- 
terial decrease is under the heading 
of Police, and this is due to the fact 
j that the difficulty of getting suitable

obtained at considerable cost. The 
ratepayers, however, may feel assured 
that if there are causes for this state 
of things which do not come to the 
surface, the Watch Committee are 
as anxious as they are able to get 
to the bottom: of them. It remains 
that as a whole our police force is 
one with which Shanghai may be 
justly satisfied. In reference to the

RUMOURED RISINGS. 


T have just been informed that the 
Grand Council received yesterday 
telegrams from the Viceroys and 
Governors of the Liangkiang, ‘Two 
Kuang, Hukuang, and Min-Ché pro- 
vinces stating that they had received 
reliable information that the Reform 
Party, who are being assisted by 
Chinese abroad and numerous secret 
socicties hostile to the Manchu «iynasty, 
intend to proceed to active rebellion 














on the Throne or if news is reseived 
of his Majesty’s death. ‘The acting 
Viceroy of the Liangkiang provinces 
farther confidentially reports thit no 
less than 140,000 Hunanese in his 
jurisdiction are showing symptoms of 
restlessuess and are ripe for rebellion, 














,|and are being kept quiet by the in- 


fluence of one man, the ax-Viceroy 
Liu, who isa Hunanese. ‘The acting 
Viceroy, therefore, recommends either 
that Viceroy Liu be restored to his 
old post or another Hunanese be 
placed in the Nanking Viceroyalty. 
When these telegrams arrived a secret 
Council was held before the Empress 
Dowager at once, and amongst other 
matters Jung Luu was aked as to the 
fidelity of the Grand Army under 
him. It is reported that his reply 
was that, if a rebellion arose on ac- 
count of the Emperor’s deposition, or 
if matters resulted in a race war, 
neither he nor his Commanders of 
Corps could guarantee the troops from, 
at the last moment joining their 
countrymen, the Chinese ‘in the Grand 
Army numbering uine-tenths of the 
whole. ‘Lo this reply Princes Ching 
and Tuan (father of Pu Chiin, the 
Heir Apparent) sneeringly answered 
that they and their Manchus of the 
Peking Field Force aud Banner Corps 
were quite sufficient to fight not only 
the Chinese but also any other pro- 
bable enemy. It is expected that this 
will farther dimi Jung Lu’s in- 
fluence with the Empress Dowager.

THE WAR.

Iy the Reuter’s telegram of the 26th 
ultimo we were told that General 
Buller was within two miles of Sir 
George White's outposts, but that 
that was the hardest part, and very 
severe fighting might be expected. 
The expectation has been justified. 
The magnificent success of Lord 
Roberts in the Free State over- 
shadowed for a time General Buller’s 
operations, but it evidently did 
not interrupt that General's steady 
presstire forward. He has evidently 
had to fight every inch of the 
way, but his forward march over 
all’ the obstacles the Boers have 
been able to oppose to him has 
not been checked. On Saturday, 
as we learn to-day, there was severe 
fighting, in which the Inniskill- 
ings had heavy losses, and the 
next day, the day of rest, was 
given up to the pious task of burying 
the dead. The Boer line of defence 
seems to cover Ladysmith from 
North-west to South-east, Picter’s 
Hill being nearly south of Lady- 
smith, sat the left of the Boer lines. 
‘This, we now learn, was carried by 
General Barton, while at about the 
same time the main position was 
most gallantly carried by assault by 
General Warren, sixty prisoners being 
taken and the Boers scattering in all 
directions, ‘The capture of sixty 
Boers, who all have their horses 
handy and can get away and out of 
sight a few minutes after they sce 
that further resistance is hopeless, is 
as much as if six hundred of our less 
mobile infantry were taken, and it 
shows with what persistent gallantry 
our men must have pressed on. We 
are told that there appears to be 
still a large force on Isimbulwana 
Mountain, which is to the south-east, 
and within a very short distance of 
Ladysmith itself; and unless some- 
thing untoward happens, it should 
not be many hours before Sir Redvers 
Buller and Sir George White are 
shaking hands. That will indeed be 
a historic picture, and for the men 
who are fortunate enough to see it, 
it will be one of the great events in 
their liv For four months Lady- 
smith has held out against a much 
superior force with better artillery, 
though we can well understand that 
it has now become more than ever 
a point of honour with General 
Joubert to take it. The garrison have 
for some time come down to eating 
their horses, and it is only marvel- 
lous that their other stores and their

berley, routed the Burghers, captured 
4,000 prisoners, and forced the enemy 
to raise the siege of Ladysmith; for 
without detracting from the fighting 
qualities of Buller's force it is clear 
that Roberts’s action brought about 
the Boer retreat from Natal. We now 
know that by the 24th of February 
their waggons, and probably their 
heavier guns, had been sent to the 
rear, clearly indicating an intention to 
retreat at an carly date, and it is wore 
thy of note that thisdate coincides 
with that on which they must have 
heard of Cronjo’s desperate position 
and consequent danger to themselves 
j if they remained in Natal. 

The second phase of the war, the 
invasion of the allied republics, is now 
about to commence, and in far more 
favourable circumstances than it 
could have been undertaken had the 
original plan of campaign been ad- 
hered to from the first. 

We have now learnt. to appraise 
the fighting qualities of the Boer at 
their truc value and are not likely to 
again treat him as anything less than 
a first-class fighting man. L’audace, 
toujours Vaudace is an excellent 
axim to usc as a guide when 

ing war on ill-armed and semi- 
civilised people, but it requires the 
addition of a strong dash of caution 
and consummate skill if it is to be 
used with success against our present 
foes. 

‘Another advantage in the existing 
situation is that were the war now 
beginning we should be opposed by 2 
united people determined to protect 
their country from desecration by 
the despised invader. ‘This is no 
longer the case. Lack of organisa- 
tion is not felt to any great extent in 
an army which is stationary—good 
food, plenty of pluck, and amauni- 
tion will do much to compensate 
for the absence of an efficient staff, 
but the moment movements requir- 
ing exact nicety as regards time and 
the co-ordination of the several frac- 
tions of the force toa common end 
become necessary, everything turns 
on organisation. 

There is no more difficult operation 
in war than conducting a successful 
retreat, none that puts a greater 
strain on the several parts of the 
fighting machine, from the..General 
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tp the: private’ in the rariks: mit is the 
supreme. isaipline, organi 
tion, Seeing the syste 
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oa which the Boer forces are raised 
itis not a matter for surprise that 
there appears to be now no general 
plan of operations. We read of 
detached bodies of troops in several 
directions, pointing to there being no 
orders for concentration issued, or if 
issued obeyed; in fact, what Napier 
terms “that soul of modern armies, 
the mind of a great commander,” 
scems to be wanting. Partics are 
reported to be looting, a fatal symptom 
in an army, and then we know that 
there is considerable dissatisfaction 
in the Free State, which may at 
any time show itself in partial or total 
desertion from the Cause. Thus the 
outlook is sufficient bright and hope- 
ful, and though the end of the war 
may still be distant it is certainly 
within sight. 

It is always a risky experiment 
and in war positively dangerous to 
prophesy, but it seems scarcely prob- 
able that the Boers will be able to 
offer any serious resistance to the 
invasion of the Orange Free State. 
The country is described as open 
rolling veldt favouring th ttack 
rather than the defence, and suitable 
to the employment of cavalry in 
which Lranch of the service Lord 
Roberts is strong. The Boers, mak- 
ing allowance for losses in battle, by 
sickness, and of men taken prisoner, 
ought to be able to concentrate at 
least 40,000 men, with a large 
number of guns, fur the defence of 
the capital. Whether they will elect 
to fight a general action or axe up 
fortified positions round Pretoria, 
hoping for armed intervention by 
some Huropean Power or Powers, ye 
remains to be seen. It is probably in 
view of the possible investment of the 
capital that reinforcements are still 
being dispatched from the mother 
country and Greater Britain, for at 
least 120,000 men will be required to 
drive the Boers under the guns of 
Pretoria and hold them there. 

However, whatever turn the war 
may take, we look forward as the 
army advances to hearing of a civi 
administration penig established,

NEW DEPARTURES IN THb 
S V.C. 


Srd Mach. 
Progress is a law of nature, and 
there is no more interesting occupa- 
tion than to watch development. It 
would have been foolish to expect 
that, with the recent growth of Shang- 
hai, and its ‘evolution in so many un- 
expected ways, our military forces 
should have remained as they were 
years ago when the compradore tried 
his hand at architecture and the 
amateur ruled all roasts. Change 
was certain to come sooner or later, 
and that it has been sooner rather 
than later is perhaps not to be re- 


gretted. 


There have been various new de- 
partures lately in the S.V.C. In the 
first place the Corps has now a paid 
head untrammelled with other duty. 
He is a soldier pure and simple. 
Whether or no it will be possible for 
him to combine with his military 
duties other work for the community 
will be known by and by, but in the 
meantime it is quite certain that 
there is ample occupation fur him 
in reorganising and developing the 
present Corps. We say reorganis- 
ing advisedly, since there are chan- 
ges under “way which practically 
amount to that. As to development, 
there is ample room for a Corps 
twice the size of the present force. 
We are extremely fortunate in the 
general character of our native fellow- 
citizens. Nowhere on earth could 
there be found a more tractable, law- 
abiding, and easily governed com- 
munity than this. Their one desire 
is the safety and welfare of their 
persons and belongings: the Council 
guarantees this, and everybody is 
satisfied. But our native friends know 
as well as we that there is amongst us 
@ substratum of scoundrelism which 
would like nothing better than a 
teign of terror, during which it could 
raid native and foreigner alike, and 
in times of popular excitement 
might find its ranks swelled to such 
an extent that outbursts would occur 
and these would have to be quelled. 
This is the raison d’étre of the 
Volunteer Corps. It is a defence, 
not a menace: a friend in need, not 
an instrument of tyranny. 

The man at the head needs many 
qualities, more than are often com- 
bined in a single individual. Jm- 
primis, his men must have faith in 
him, and he must have ample tact 
in his management of them; he must 
be possessed in equal degrees of the 
suaviter in modo and the fortiter 
in re; he should thoroughly study 
the capacity of his subordinates; the 
weak points in the old system—and 
they are not few—he should attack 
as occasion offers. It would not do 
to make sweeping changes, since 
people do not grasp new schemes 
all at once. And doubt engenders 
suspicion, and suspicion distrust. 
Festina lente is not a bad motto 


under such circumstances. There 
are doubtless many advantages 
to be derived from having supreme 
control in hands which do not 
resign every two or three years. 
In military affairs continuity of 
action is almost essential to success, 
Luckily for us, our system, or want of 
system, has never yet been thoroughly 
tried. There was no pretence to a 
system in 1854, and there has been 
no fighting since. Had there been, 
we should doubtless have “ muddled 
through.” The Britisher himself 
would have done that, but with the 
aid of other nationalities he might 
possibly have emerged with some- 
what greater credit. But the 
organisation of the Corps has never 
been as perfect as that of the British 
Army, and of that we are not dis- 
posed at the moment to boast too 
highly. It is here indeed that we 
expect to see the first fruit of per- 
manent command. Ina year’s time 
from now the local forces should be 
able to take to the streets, we can 
hardly say the field, fully equipped 
with everything that in their peculiar 
circumstances they could require. 
It should not require precious hours 
to provide them with weapons and 
ammunition, as was the case with a 
certain Indian volunteer corps we 
know of. Their commissariat should 
be assured, their needs provided for, 
their duties assigned. ‘The out ying 
districts should be looked after, and 
their defence decided on, or their 
evacuation arranged for. In fact for 
the half-dozen possible ways in which 
trouble could arise there should be a 
well-outlined plan prepared so that 
Ierieg, mobil, would be enough to set 
our forces at work. What was suffi- 
cient for the vast armies of Germany 
ought to be enough for us. What 
has been lacking here, however, as in 
every other place where British power 
is predominant, is want of an 
organisation that could be relied on 
to work satisfactorily and be sufficient 
for the time. 


It is also to be hoped that with 
a paid and permanent head we shall 
have come to the end of experiments 
—costly experiments—in uniforms, 
There are doubtless some men in 
ours as in all Corps who are there for 
the opportunity of showing off a 
‘uniform. Asa rule they are not the 
‘highest type of soldier, and if they 
jwent would not be missed. But in 
‘years gone by they have had a good 
‘deal of influence, and the Council 
‘has, very good-naturedly, paid the 

cost. A chief that has his “own 
| opinions will probably be able to put 
a stop once for all to this worse than 
useless waste. Our Corps exists 
‘primarily for duty, not for show. A 
neatly trimmed khaki would look 
well “at all seasons of the year, and

About ninety 
‘of them, including several leaders, being 
pursued ‘by the soldiers, took refuge in n 
temple near by. They were surrounded, 
and the temple set on fire. All were burned 
todeath, We thought it x mere rumour at 
first, but it is true. As the bodies cannot be 
positively identified by trends, no one will 

ury them, and so the dogs are getting fat. 

‘Dr. Menzies has completed his new house 
and we hear that, under his super 
has been built almost an ideal missionary 
residence for the interior, at the minimum 
cost, aud below the original estimate.

CHINESE NEW YEAR SUPPLEMENT. 

The Chinese reckon time by dynasties, 
and the ns of Emperors. A. D. 1900, 
corresponds to the 26th year of the present 
Emperor, Kuang Hai, with the exception 
that their year commenced with January 
Bist. We were reminded of the same, at 
midnight, by the awful din of exploding 
fire crackers, and in the morning, by notic- 
ing that every lintel and doorpost was 
pasted with mottoes, written on strips of 
coloured paper. In our compound, these, 
mottoes were not quotations from the Chinese 
Classics, but texts from Holy Writ. 

To take a walk ou Main Street, on New 
Year's morn, while all the posters are fresh 
& stranger might get the impression that 
the Chinese are @ very learned people, for 
that every pillar and post is covered with 
Written characters; when, as a matter of fact, 
nine out of every ten people cannot read 
them. Towards the end of the year are three 
large markets on alternate dys which give 
+ chance to lay in stock for the New Year 
season, when all shops are closed for about 
two weeks, At these markets can be bought 
vegetables, pickled persimmons, walnuts, 
candles, firecrackers, flint-stones, etc., etc. 
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which are spread upon doors, raised on 
benches, like one long table extending up 
the middle of the street, from one end to 
the other, Bnt the stable commodities for 
sale are incense, paper gods, and flowered 
paper. 

‘At one stand we noticed a carpenter, 
who, although he could not get employ- 
ment, becauxe he was such @ poor trades 
man, was selling paper gods, at the rate of 
three for the twentieth of scent, printed 
from a block he had carved himself. Whe: 
asked if he believed in these gods, i 
“They areall a snare aud delusion!” 
then do you sell them?” “ Well, I must 
make a living someway, and you see other 
people are doing just the same;” an 
explanation all sufficient to the Chinese 
mind. These markets are a harvest day 
for the hordes of be; 
stand to stand intimidating the owners, 
and demanding cash. If refused what they 
want, they rant and revile, all the while 
brandishing a large vegetable-knife, or some 
other dangerous weapon, until they get 
antisfaction.

As it is not « gift elephant, no one need 
hesitate to look it squarely in the mouth, 
and the American people have been acting 
on this permission for a year past, with 
little satisfaction to themselves.

It isan easy step from the war in the 
East Indies to the greater tragedy that has 
plunged so many English homes in mourn- 
ing and must yet involve so many more. 
Icis of no little consequence to Great Bri- 
tain that she should carry with her to the 
end of the contest the sympathies of the 
American people. ‘The London Press h 
been taking comfort in the reflection that 
England has this sympathy, and that the 
reality of the Anglo-Saxon brotherhood is 
showing itself again this year, as it did two 
years ago during the war with Spain. Only 
within a day or two the Saturday 
Rericw remarked that it was to bz feared 
that the real opinion of the people of 
the United States failed to reach En: 
lish readers. This fear is well-grounded. 
The attitads of the Administration 
toward Great Britain is one of sincere and 
open friendliness, as indeed it e-uld hardly 
fail to be aiter the moral support that the 
mother country gave during the war for 
Cuba.

One realises this as 
soon as he gets beyond the reach of the 
New York journals. In the West and 
Far West,- with a few exceptions above 
noted, you will look far and wide in the 
ngle note of sympathy with 
England. n with the educated and 
intelligent classes, this holds true. Not 
that there is any animosity on their part 
toward the old country, but thar they 
regard the war as one that was avoidable 
and unjustifiable, and that has been 
brouzht about in the interests of certain am- 
hitions magnates und unscrupulous specu- 
Intors in South Afriea.

But with the common people, feeling is 
too largely ted by the odious 
claptrap of “Billy” Mason on the floor of 
the Senate, dealing with the hatred of all 
monarchies for all republics, and with the 
attempt of one ruthless and’ grasping mo- 
narehy in particular to destroy the only free 
people in South Africa, Wretched stuff as 
It is, it is sincerely believed by multitudes 
through sheer ignorance. ‘They have not 
the faintest conception that England 
sunds for free representative governments 
and the Boers for a particularly galling 
oppression, exercised by a privileged 
oligarchy.

Tae “MOTHER couNTRY” 
There is no mistaking the fact that, 
throughout the Southwest especially, there 
isn dull unreasoning dislike of the mother 
country, which delights to show itself at 
‘a crisis like the present. It must not be 
forgotten that thero is ever in their midst 
the poison of the venomous hatred for 
Great Britain on the part of the Irish 
clement. The whole Irish press in this 
country represents what Dillon and Davitt 
represented in the House of Commons. And 
the Roman Catholic press is not far behind, 
partly because of its Lrish sympathies, and 
partly because it faithfully echoes the senti- 
ments of the official Papal organs in Rome. 
‘The recrudescence of Fenianism may bo 
ludicroas eaough because of its impotnce, 
but it is the sign of a wholly h 
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Chicago School Board is si it rowing 
out the histories now ia use iu all Gaicago 
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schools, because they speak of the ‘« mother 
country” and do not sufficiently set. forth 
her radical antipathy to ali distinctively 
American institutions. 

‘There is no doubt that the Administration 
and Eastern sentiment together will hold 
the national policy true to the end, and 
give England from time to time ’ such 
Assurances of moral support as may be 
needed. But it is a source of grief to 
every advocate of the unformulated “Anglo- 
Saxon Alliance” to observe how far re- 
moved from understanding or sympathy 
with the mother country is the bulk of 
the population of the States.

Apropos of the agonies of indeci 
through which Shanghai has been passing 
in respect to the electric tramway, nothing 
so strikes one who has been absent from 
the States for a few years, as the marvel- 
lous development of the cities under the 
fostering influence of the electric tram. Tt 
is safe to say that no invention within fifty 
years has so contributed to the amelioration 
of the conditions of city life as has this of 
cheap and rapid transit. ‘The humbler 
workers in the city, shopkeepers, clerks, 
mechaniex—in fact, every clss outside the 
ranks of “gizmanity,” ever contemptuous of 
popular vehicles—ate no longer compelled 
to life-long captivity within the wilderness 
of bricks and mortar, ‘Tew a'vo may have 
grass and trees and f+: about. their 
homes, and pure air unfouled with smoke, 
and yet live within a half-hour of their 






































work. ‘The city of Boston especially has 
been utterly — metamorphosed by this 
change. A half-dozen sequestered districts 


whore as hoys we used to yo gunning in 
tho woods, secure from all danger of inter- 
ference, nro now already threaded by elec 
tric lines along whose route suburbs spring. 
up as if by magic. Nor have they allowed 
even the overhead trolley to become an 
eyesore and a nuisance. On all the large 
boulevards leading out of the city the 
space given over to the tramway, covered 
with well-kept turf and lined with a 
double row of over-arching elius, forms 
a vista of green down the centre of the 
avenue, To pass from a city whfe this 
relief has already come to the congested 
districts, to certain English provincial 
towns where the workers must still live 
mnid smoke and grimo, or spend precious 
hours crawling behind jaded quadrupeds or 
a semi-infernal ‘ dummy” engine, is by 
comparison to stop back into medievalismn.
